Mortgages By $3 


Increased real estate taxes will cost Levittown 
residents of Bristol Township between $3 and $3.60 
more in their monthly mortgage payments. 
Bristol Township school board last week offi­ 
cially adopted its new budget calling for a 14-mill 
increase in the real estate tax rate. T his brings the 
school tax rate to 61. The increase amounts to 
$31 50 more a year on Levittowner and Rancher 
homes. 
In addition the township Board of Commission­ 
ers put through a net raise of two mills, or $4.50 
a year on the two types of homes assessed at $2250. 
As a result mortgage companies will require 
about $3 more each month for Levittowners and 
Ranchers, while owners of Jubilees, which are asses­ 
sed at $2700 will have to pa\ about $3.60 each 
mbnth. 
Levittowners in Middletown Township will be 
in for a yearly increase of $5.46. for Jubilees asses­ 
sed at $3750. This will also probably be reflected 
in slight increases in monthly payments. 
The tax picture is not complete in Falls Town­ 
ship and Tullytown 
Both school boards have not 
officially adopted a tax rate yet but slight increases 
are expected. 
Middletown's real estate tax will hit $163.80 
for Jubilees and $225 for Country (Tubbers. In addi­ 
tion, the school board levies personal and per capita 
taxes on residents.
